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This year’s theme is ‘2022 Leagues Under the Sea’. 

There are two contrasting sides to the theme: ‘Glow’ and ‘Bright Water’. 
‘Glow’ is inspired by bioluminescence and the depths of the oceans. 
‘Bright Water’ is inspired by coral reefs and shallow waters. 


A common colour palette, as well as shared graphical elements, unites the two schemes 
and gives a cohesive feel.

‘Glow’ is inspired by bioluminescence and the deep ocean. Its colour palette is primarily 
navy and mid-blue, with highlights of cyan and yellow, orange and pink (giving the 
impression of glowing bioluminescence). 
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Electromagnetic Theme B: ‘Bright Waters’ 
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‘Bright Waters’ is a brighter theme inspired by shallow waters and coral reefs. It uses cyan 
and mid-blue as its main colours, with navy as a highlight. The same shades of yellow, 
orange and pink also act as secondary highlight colours.

There are six colours in the theme’s palette: three shades of blue along with shades of 
neon yellow, pink and orange as secondary highlights. Both aspects of the theme use the 
same colours but in different proportions (see theme pages for details).
